Dereas the Bzittiſh vndertakers of the late eſcheated lands within the Pꝛo⸗ 
vince of Viſter axe expꝛelly bound, as well by the articles of that plantation, as 
by the tennoz of their Letters⸗ patents, to plant their lands allotted vnto 
them. meerely and entirly with Bꝛittiſb Tennants, namely with Engliſbmen. 
oz Inland Scottiſbmen, and not to make a mixt plantation of Bꝛittiſb and 
Iriſb together: which fozme of Plantation was pꝛeſcribed by his Maieſtie, 
as well foz the ſtrength and ſecurity of the Bꝛittiſb vndertakers among them- 
jj] ſelues,as alſo to the end that in thoſe entire Colonies of ciutllinhabitants,Rez 
n and ciuility might bee pzeferred and mantayned, without any mixture 
of the cuſtomes and manners of the meere Jriſb : Fozas much, not withſtand⸗ 
ing as great multituds of meere Iriſb inhabitants doe ſtul reſide and continue 
vpon the lands graunted vnto Bꝛittiſb vndertakerg, whereby his Maieſties 
ſaid — intention foz the particular good of the Undertakers themſel- 
ues, and fox the generall good of this Kingdome is made fruſtrate.# many miſchiefs and inconueniences are 
like to grow and enſue therevpon. Wee doe therefoze in his Maieſties name, and by his Maieſties ſpeciall 
Direction and commaundemeut, declare and publiſh that it is his Highnes expꝛeſſe will and plealute, that all 
and euery ot the Natiues oz other Iriſb inhabitants, dwelling oz reſiding in oꝛ vpon any of the laid late El⸗ 
cheated lands graunted vnto Bꝛittilb vndertakers, within the ſaid Pzouince of Viſter, ſball at oz befoze the 
firſt day of May next enſuing the date heereof, remoue their ſeuerall habitations and dwellings,andcleerelyDde- 
part from theſaid landsgraunted tothe ſaid Bzittiſh-vndertakers,andfrom thencefozth plant and ſettle them- 
lelues tn ſome other parts of this Kingdome, And to this end ne doe in his Pateſties name ſtraightly charge 
and commaund all and euery the ſaid Natiues oz other Iriſb inhabitants now dwelling, oꝛ which heereafter 
at any time befoꝛe the firſt day of May next enſuing ſball come and dwell in and vpon any of the (aid lands 
graunted vnto Bꝛittiſb⸗ vndertakers, withn the ſaid Pzouince of Viſter,that they and euery of them doe at oz 
befoze the ſaid firſt day of May depart and remouetheir ſeuerall habitations and dwellings from the laid Un⸗ 
dertakers lands, and doe plant and ſettle themſelues and their families in ſuch other place oz places withiu 
this Kealme,as may ſozt beſt with their contentment oꝛ aduantage,vpon paine of his Maiellies diſpleaſure 
and indignation, and as they willanſwere the contrary at ther perills, | | 
And Wee doe further in his Maieſties name declare and publiſb that it is his Ropall will and pleaſure, 
that if any of the ſaid Natiues oz Jriſb inhabitants being houſbolders ſball after the firſt day of May next en⸗ 
ſuing pꝛelume to continue his oz their dwelling oz reſidence vpon any of the ſaid lands of the Bzittiſh-vnder= 
takers,contrary tothe meaning of this P2zoclamation, that hee o they (tall foz their ſeuerall contempts in 
this behalfe pay vnto his Maieſtie his heires oz ſucceſſozs the ſumme of ten ſhillings ſterling in the name of 
a fine: And that if any of the ſaid Natiues oz Jriſb inhabitants ſhall in further contempt of this Pzoclama= 
tion remaine vpon any of the ſatd Undertakers lands vntill the feaſt of All Saints then next enſuing that they 
and euery of them ſo continuing and abiding vpon the ſaidUndertakerslands,ſball pay vnto his Maieſtie his 
heires 02 ſucceſſoꝛs ſuch further fine oz penalty as theLozd Deputy and Lounceil of this Realme foz the time 
being ſhall thinke fitt to impoſe : And that this courſe ſball be holden with them and euery of them heereatter as 
long as they o2 any ot them ſball continue vpon the ſaid lands contrary to the intent of this Pzclamation. 
Giuen at his Maieſties Caſtle of Dublin the firſt day of October 1 6 1 8. inthe lixteenth peare ol his Higyneg 
Raigne of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the two and filtieth,
